(i) to meet the clothing needs of the country pro¬ 
gressively from the handloom sector; 

(ii) to make handlooms and handicrafts effective 
instruments of reducing unemployment and 
under employment and achieving her stan¬ 
dards of living for weavers and craftsmen; 

(iii) to pre.serve and further promote the craft 

heritage of onr handlooms and handicrafts. 

(iv) to devise stratucics for expanding markets 
for handloom and handicrafts within the 
country and abroad; 
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(v) to take steps for effective coordination of the 
developmental efforts of the various State 
GovemmentsiUnion Territories in these 
sectors; and 

(vi) to review the progress of development from 
^ time to time. 

The Development Commissioner for Handlooms 
and the I^velopment Commissioner for Handicrafts 
function as Member-Secretaries of the Board. 
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The Board may with the pnor approval of Govnm- 
ment appoint Ctommittces Or Sub-CamoritleesIPands 
of experts as may be necessary .
